How It is Constrnetcd and How IC 
Works. 


Edison's electric light is produced 
from a little piece of paper—a tiny 
strip that a breath would blow away. 
Through this little strip of paper is 
pasiied an electric current, and the ipBt 
suit is a bright, beautiful light, li|e 
the mellow sunset of an Italian all- 
tumn. Edison makes the little piec? 
of 
paper 
more 
infusible 
thaft 
platinum, 
more 
durable 
than 
granite. 
And 
this involves no 
complicated 
procees. The paper is 
merely baked in an oven until all its 
elements have passed away except its 
carbon framework. The latter is then 
placed in a glass globe connected with 
the wires leading to the electricity 
producing machine, and tbe air ex- 
hausted from the globe. Then the 
apparatus is ready to give out a light 
that 
produces no 


gases, 
fen si ve 


deleterious 
no 
smoke, 
no of- 
odors—a 
light 
without 
fiame, without danger, requiring no 
matches to ignite, giving out but lit- 
tle heat, vitiating no air, and free 
from all flickering; a light that is a lit- 
tle globe of sun.shine, a veritable 
Aladdin's lamp. And this light, the 
inventor claims, can be produced 
cheapcr than that from the cheapest 
oil. 


MAKING THE P.A PER CARRON. 


AVith a suitable punch^there is cut 
from a piece of "Bristol" cardboard a 
strip of the same in the form of a 
miniature horsc.shoe, about two inches 
in length and one-eighth of an inch 
in width. A numl>er of these strips 
are laid flatwise in a wrought iron 
mould about the size ol" the hand and 
separated 
from 
caclr 
other by 
tissue pajier. The mould is then cov- 
ered and placcd in an oven, where it 
is gradually raised to a temperature of 
about 600 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Tiiis 
allows the volatile portions of the pa- 
per to pass away. The mould is then 
placed in a furnace and heated almost 
to a white heat, and then removed and 
allowed to cool gradually. 
On open- 
ing the mould the charred remains 
of 
the little 
horseshoe 
card- 
board are found. It must be ta- 
ken out with the greatest 
care, 
else it will fall to pieces. After 
being removed from the mould it is 
placed in a little'globe and attached 
to the wires leading to the generating 
machine. The globe is then connected 
with the air pump, and the latter is at 
once set to work extracting the air. 
After the air has been extracted the 
globe is sealed, and the lamp is ready 
i'or u.se. 


This 
proces.s was discovered by 
Edison by a more accident, by rolling 
a piece of compressed lamp black be- 
tween his lingers.

Loss of the Bornefiia. 


Probability that All Those Left on 


' Board Perished. 


It appears that a panic occurred 
mong the passengers arid crew. The 
urvivors etate that noorder to launch 
he boats and prepare for the aban- 
onment of the vessel was given by 
tie officers, and that the crew them- 
iclves lowered the boats without wait- 
ngfor orders. About a dozen passen- 
ers got into the bo.its with a part of 
<be crew, and the remainder o£ the 
laBsengers went down in the vessel 
nth the captain, second mate, three 
ngineera, 11 firemen, three stewards, 
he carpenter and two boys. One boat 
wamped along side ot the atcame: 
and its occupants, five men, were 
[rowned. The survivors state thr.t at 
o'clock on the night of the abandon- 


ment of the vessel, they saw a rocket 
ascend from the steamer and soon af- 
er her masthead lights suddenly dis- 
appeared. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 


One hundred and eighty-folir per- 


sons were aboard the Bornesia.

captain, on seeing that all efforts to 
save the vessel would be useless, or- 
dered the boats to be got ready, some 
rafts prepared and necessaries provid- 
ed. 
The vessel was abandoned at

STILL ANOTHER. 


One of the survivors states that 


seventy-aix passengers embarked at 
Liverpool. The vessel reached Cor- 
uunu on the 28rd of November,' all 
well. After having shipped some 
cargo and embarked about eighty 
Spanish emigrants, the Bornesia pro- 
ceeded for Havana on the 26th. At 
noon on the" 1st of December she 
sprang a leak a midship, and all efforts 
at the pumps to keep the ship free 
proved fruitless, but the crew contin 
ued to work at the pumpa until the 
next day (the 2nd inst.), when it was 
determined to abandon the vessel. 


Survivors say that the covering 


board, when they shoved off, was not 
more than two inches above the water.

DEATH ON THE DEEP. 


Further Particulars in Eegard to the 
Loss of the Borneiia. 


Probability that All 'Ihose I^elt on 
Board Perished. 


It appears that a panic occurred 
among the passengers and crew. The 
survivors state that no order to launch 
the boats and prepare for the aban- 
donment of the vessel was given by 
the officers, and that the crew them- 
selves lowered the boats without wait- 
ing for orders. About a dozen pa.ssen- 
gers got into the boats with a part of 
the crew, and the remainder of the 
passengers went down in the ves.scl 
with the captain, second mate, three 
engineers, 11 firemen, three steward.,, 
the carpenter and two boys. One boat 
swamped along side of the steamer 
and its occupants, five men, were 
flrowned. The survivors state that at 
9 o'clock on the night of the abandon- 
ment of the vessel, they saw a rocket 
ascend from the steamer and soon af- 
ter her masthead lights suddenly dis- 
appeared. 


A X O T H E R 
A C C O I T X T . 


One hundred and eighty-four i>er- 
sons were aboard the Bornesia. The 
captain, on seeing that all efforts to 
save the vessel would be useless, or- 
dered the boats to be got ready, some 
rafts prepared and necessaries provid- 
ed. 
The vessel was abandoned at 
night, there being then ten or eleven 
feet of water in the engine room ; four 
or five boats were lowered about the 
same time but owing to the darkness 
and heavy sea, soon lost sight of each 
other. 


STTJ.L A N O T H K R . 


One of the survivors states that 
seventy-six passengers embarked at 
Liverpool. 
The vessel reached Cor- 
unna on the 28rd of November, all 
well. 
After having 
shipped some 
cargo and embarked about eighty 
Spanish emigrants, the Bornesia pr»)- 
ceeded for Hayana on the 26th. At 
noon on the 1st of December she 
sprang a leak amidship, and all efforts 
at the pumps to keep the ship free 
proved fruitless, but the crcw contin 
ued to work at the pumps until the 
next day (the 2nd inst.), when it was 
determined to abandon the vessel. 


Survivors say that the covering 
board, when they shoved off, was not 
more than two inchcs above the water. 
It is supposed she must have gone 
down with ail her living cargo. 


An Important Bill.

The Hon. W. G. Colerick has pre- 
sented in congress "A Bill Protecting 
Innocent Purchasers of Patented Ar- 
ticles from Actions for Damages." The 
following is the text of the bill: 


"Be it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the United 
States of America in congref-s assem- 
bled, that no action shall be instituted 
in any court against any person for 
damages for an ipfringement of a pat- 
ented article where the purchaser 
thereof purchased the same for his 
own use without knowledge of the 
fact that Baid article was an infringe- 
ment of any patent; and if such ac- 
tion is instituted against any such per- 
son, the fact that he purchased the 
same innocently as aforesaid, shall, if 
established, be a complete defense to 
said action.

A great deal ha^bseti said during

Temple, 
irties who are not conversant with 
^e facts are j?ather inclined to censure 
le^-O'ntractors, and these having the 
management of the task on account 
of the apparent backwardness of the 
work, and the failure of the contract- 
ors to comply with a certain 
stipula- 
tion in the contract which provided 
that the building should be under 
roof by the first of December. 


Those who are disposed to find fault 
are ccrtainly ignorant of the true ttate 
of ailairs and are not aware of tne fact 
that the Masonic Temple to^ay is ful- 
ly five- eighths completed, A greatdeal 
more work has been performed than 
any one who has not visited the stone 
yard back of the city hall, would be- 
lieve. 


A great deal of work was necessary 
in making the excavations and laying 
tl?e foundation. 
That work being 
completed the building for a short 
time began making 
rapid 
strides 
Heavenward, as it were, and then 
camo another halt, at least to the 
observer it seemed to be a halt. But 
such was not the case. The attention 
of the workmen Was simply directed 
to another jwrtion of the work,namely, 
cutting stone. A visit to the stone 
yard will reveal the fact that the men 
have been anything but idle. 
Caps, 
caping, arching, sills, pillars, key- 
stones, brackets, 
etc., some plain, 
others of the linest specimens of the 
stone cutter's art, are to be seen lying 
about the yard in large quantities. 
At present two men, Wm. Geake, of 
Toledo, and Harry Clifford, of Bloom- 
ington, under the supervision of John 
Geake, of Toledo, are eng iged in cut- 
ting the capitols for the pillars which 
will adorn the front of the temple. I t 
is useless to attempt any description 
of this work, Messrs. Tolan & Son, 
the architects, simply saying that the 
work they are doing is unsurpassed 
by anything in the state. 
All the 
fine stone cutting work is being per- 
formed in this city, and is certainly 
only superb. 


The pillars for the front of the 
building arrived yesterday at the 
Pittsburgh depot. They were shipped 
here directly from Aberdeen, Scot- 
land, are eight in number, and are 
of 
the finest and most 
highly 
polished 
Scotch 
granite. 
Ihey 
will be moved from the depot in a few 
days and stored in some safe place 
until spritig. In the meantime the

J. D. Cook, water works engineer, 
made a lengthy report (crowded out 
of our third page), of which the fol- 
lowing is a synopsis: 


That as the construction contracts for 
1 he major portion < f the water works has 
been perfected, he was now able to reach 
very nearly a correct estimate of the ag- 
fjregate cost of the several Items 
cov- 
ered by the contracts, and 
accordingly 
a«ked a conference with the city authori- 
ties relative to any clianges a more careful 
study of the city's necessities may render 
necessarj'. 


Tiie unexpected advance of 85 per ton in 
cast iron will increase thecostof this item 
»ir>,800 over the estimate. The original es- 
tima'eof real estate was 8I2,«XK>, and it was 
afterward decided to purchase a large 
tract for $24,000, making the total excess 
over the 01 iglnal estimate 327,800. 


It is believed, however, that with the 
liberal allowance contemplated in t h e 
original tlguies the first estimate will not 
be exceeded, if no change is made in the 
plans of the plpease. 


Mr. Cook, liowever, suggests that the 
sub>tituti«n of a sixteen-incli pipe Instead 
of one of twelve inches from the Pitts- 
burgti Railroad to tlio re-serroir, togethei 
wiHi au increase ofthestora^e capacity of 
the reservt>ir from 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 
gallons was worthy of careful considera- 
tion, Willie sundry ciianges and enlarge- 
ment of the pipe distribution would add 
much more to the eaiciency of thatdepart- 
ment t han the extra cost Incurred. 


Accordingly, a large number of changes 
in the size of pipe Is KUggested, Increasing 
the extent of tlie mains 82-100 of a mile. 
The estimates of the engineer do not in- 
clude the p u m p and Influent connections, 
which cannot be contracted for estimated 
until we have dei isive action us to the 
sour« e of supply. 


The engineer remarks that the excess of 
cost over the original estimate Is mainly 
due to larger pipes on Wayne street, for 
the purpose of strengthening the lateral 
distribution east and west of the Clinton 
street main, and to the increase In size of 
reservoir main to the Pittsburgh Railroad, 
to better protect the manufacturing In- 
terests. 


The report was referred to the comailt- 
tee of the whole to meet at the call of tlie 
mayor.
